TAYLOR OF KENTUCKY

Philadelphia, June 19.—(Special.)—The 


ow | Most interesting episode of the republican 
of ‘convention today was the delification of a 


fugitive from justice. This was the one 
feature of the proceedings, 
and the importance of this bit of stage 
business was magnified bythe almost unl- 
versal condemnation of the bad taste 
which dictated {t. This came immediate- 
ly after Chairman Wolcott had received 
the congratulations of those about hith, 
taking his elghty-seventh drink of 
ice water, had quieted things by a vigor- 
ous rap of the gavel. Then, quick as a 
flash, he cried out: 

“Governor Taylor, of Kentucky!” 

A cheer went up on all sides. Standing 
on a chair beside the Kentucky emblem 
was a brown-moustached man of medium 
height, vainly trying to make himself 
heard. 

“To the platform,’’ somebody yelled, and 
the man looking uncomfortably about him 
as if in fear of warrants from the Ken- 
tucky courts, made his way to the steps. 
There he was received with open arms 
by Senator Hanna, who, after grasping 
his hand, enthusiastically placed his:arms 
around the newcomer and introduced him 
to those near at hand. 

This man was W. 8. Taylor, who Is 
wanted in Kentucky to answer to an 
indictment charging him with being acces- 
sory before the fact to the murder of a 
fellow. citizen. 

Taylor's part in the convention proceed- 
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Philadelphia, June 20—1 a. m.—The prin- 
cipal declaration of the financial plank

Gov- 
ernor Roosevelt believes that, his wishes 
having been respected by his own dele- 
gation, he ts finally out of the race, 

“What is the situation tonight, 
tor?’’ was asked. 

‘‘Roosevelt is out of it and will 
not be nominated,” was the reply. 


The question wag put to Senator Han- 
na, and that is the Way he answered. 
This was after another effort during the 
day to stampede the delegates to Roose- 
velt. As before the effort was made by 
New York and Pennsylvania.

Platt and Quay, through their jieuten- 
ants, worked al] day to make Roosevelt 
the candidate.

Senator Hanna is do- 
ing all he can to defeat Roosevelt and 
will continue on that line to the end. He 
is lining up the friends of the adminis- 
tration against Roosevelt. In this he ts 
acting in harmony with the wishes of 
Roosevelt, who has urged all delegates 
visiting him not to vote for him for vice 
president, 

A Quandary for Hanna.

Powell Guaitlatt, an- 
other young man, was jointly indicted 
with Chestnutt, but the cases. will be 
trled separately. In the Chestnutt case 
today the state closed, but it is under- 
stood that it has some important rebuttal 
testimony. The state is attempting to 
prove that Chestnutt set out to deliberate- 
ly kill Walsh because Walsh was a nf- 
terial witness for the state against Chest- 
nutt in an assault with intent to murder 
carce. The defense is that Wa'sh had 
been threatening Chestnutt’s life, and that 

the deed was dore in self-defense.

One hundred and seventy-seven 
railroads, with a mileage of 45,000 miles, or 
twice the circle of the globe, and with securt- 
tles amounting to nearly $3,000,000,000, were 
unable to meet their interest charges and passed 
into the hands of receivers. More than 170 
national banks closed their doors, with Habili- 
ties reaching $70,000,000; wool and all farm 
products which tariffs could affect, lost tens 
of millions in value; farm mortgages were 
foreclosed by thousands throughout the great 
west; our agricultural exports shrunk in value; 
the balance of trade which had been in our 
favor turned ruinously against us; the national 
treasury was depleted of its gold reserve; our 
government bonds were sold to syndicates 
at far below their market value before or since, 
and our steadily declining revenues were in- 
sufficient to meet the necessary expenses of 
conducting the government. If capital alone 
had suffered, the loss would have been great, 
but not irremediable. Unfortunately those who 
rely upon their daily labor for their sustenance 
and their families dependent upon them, consti- 
tuting the great mass of the American people, 
were made to feel heaviest this burden of dils- 
Nearly one-third of the laboring pop- 
ulation of the United States was thrown out 
of employment and men by tnousands, able and 
willing to labor, walked the highways of the 
land clamoring for work or food. 

Four years of commercial misfortune enabled 
our industries to meet, in a measure, these 
changed and depressed conditions, but when 
President McKinley was inaugurated the coun- 
try was in a state more deplorable than had 
existed for a generation. 

The Republican Scandals. 

In this connection it {fs fitting to say that 
the speculations and frauds committed in Cuba 
by subordinate officials have made every Amer- 
ican blush with shame, and until the last of 
the guilty men is arrested and convicted and 
sentenced that shame will know no abatement. 
It is no more to be charged to the party than 
would a theft by a trusted employee be charged 
against the character of the merchant who 
employed him, The party that shields and pro- 
tects dishonest officials forfeits public confi- 
dence, not the party that exposes and punishes 
them. The republican party has been rarely 
the victim of misplaced confidence in its -offi- 
In this instance the appointments were 
made with the greatest care, many of them 
from the classified service. Whenever fraud 
has been discovered the guilty have been pur- 
sued unsparingly and with the greatest pub- 
licity. So has it been with these thieving 
postoffice officials, so hag it been always. In 
the vast aggregate of business transacted by 
the government the dishonest man f!s rare, and 
his detection ceftain. The great humiliation 
is that the thefts were from the people of an 
island toward whom we sustain a fiduciary 
relation, and whose confidence we ask. That 
this government makes good the loss is not 
enough, and perhaps the lesson has not been 
in vain if it shall serve to stimulate us to 
even greater care in dealing with these people 
for whom we have poured out our bloed and 
treasure, and whom we hope some day to 
welcome on terms of closest friendship as cit- 
izens of a sister republic. 

They Naturally Talk of Trusts. 

Whenever a republican administration is in 
talk of trusts. The 
reason isn’t far to seek. Aggregations and 
combinations of capital find their only en- 
couragement in prosperous days and widening 
commerce. Democratic administration in this 
country has universally meant industrial stag- 
nation and commercial depression, when capital 
seeks a hiding place instead of investment. 
The republican party has always maintained 
that any combination having for its purpose 
the cornering of a market or the raising or 
controlling of the price of the necessities ef 
life was unlawful and should be punished, and 
a commission appointed by the president under 
act of congress has made careful investiga- 
tion and will soon present a full report of the 
best method of dealing with this intricate ques- 
tion. We shall meet it in some efficient way 
and, as a party, shall have the courage to 
protect every class of-our citizens.

VERY LITTLE ENTHUSIASM

Wolcott Delivered a Set Speech as 
Temporary Chairman—Hanna 
Came in with a Rabbit Foot 
and Roosevelt with 
the Noise. 


Philadelphia, June 19.—Chairman Han- 
na, with a rabbit’s foot suspended from 
@ miniature of McKinley in the lapel of 
his coat, surveyed an imposing spectacle 
when he called the twelfth republican na- 
tional convention to order in the Export 
exposition building in West Philadelphia 
at 12:35 o’clock today. 

In the valley below him were crowded 
the “1,800 delegates and alternates and 
stretching away. to the four corners of 
the immense hall were endless vistas of 
people rising in terraced seats to the 
walls. He looked into the faces of fully 
15.000 men and women. Opposite in a broad 
gallery were massed a hundred musicians, 
their leader a mere pigmy in the dis- 
tance. The platform on which he stood 
jutted out like a huge rock into an ocean 
of humanity. Below him and flanking the 
stage was an embankment thronged with 
the representatives of the press of the 
country. Above the flags, bunting, eagles 
and shields the whole scheme of the elab- 
orate decorations culminated in a huge 
portrait of McKinley nestling In the folds 
of the American flag. About him were 
the working leaders of his party and be- 
hind, among the dignitaries and honcred 
guests of the convention, were white- 
haired men who had been present at the 
party’s birth in this city almost half a 
century ago. 

Little Enthusiasm Exists. 

It was not a riotous convention. There 
svere no wild outbursts of enthusiasm 
from the frenzied partisans of rival can- 
Gidates, no entrance of delegations with 
banners to set the multitudes cheering, 
no fierce skirmishing and clashing of can- 
didates’ managers over rules of procedure 
and ecntesting delegations. 

The chieftain in the coming battle had 
already been selected by the unanimous 
voice of the republicans of the’ country. 
The man who had stood at the helm of 
the ship of state for four years was their 
unbroken choice. The platform was the 
administration. ; 

The only question that remained for 
the convention to decide was the vice 
presidency and it was not sufficient bone 
of contention to produce the tumultuous 
scenes which usually attend’ the assem- 
bling cf a national convention. The con- 
vention today was the dignified gathering 
of the representatives of the republican 
party to ratify formally the wishes of the 
millions whose authority they held. 

It was very undemonstrative at first. 
While the crowds and delegates were fun- 
neling into the hall before the hour 
for calling the convention to order had ar- 
rived, there were no wild greetings of 
party leaders. A scattering applause met 
Mr. Hanna as he made his way to the 
stage. General Grosvenor, Senator Lodge, 
Senator Foraker, ex-Senator Quay and a 
few others aroused a fluttering of hand- 
kerchiefs and a round of handclapping, 
but men of national reputation, whose 
fame has spread away from our shores 
across both ocgans, entered without pro- 
ducing a ripple.

Roosevelt Comes Theatrically. 

There was only that indescribable buzz 
of myriads of voices which belongs to a 
national convention as the humming of 
bees belongs to a field of clover in sum- 
mer and it looked as though nothing could 
galvanize the thousands into life. 

But just fore Chairman Hanna was 
ready to pa gavel, Governor Roose- 
velt entered and the vast audience was 
electrified. 

He stalked tn at the main door. His 
rough rider hat signaled him out to the 
craning multitude. 

Seemingly the audience had been’ wait- 
ing for him and the applause that an- 
nounced his appearance swept over the 
vast amphitheater and swelled into-a 
great roar as he made his way toward 
the seats of the New York delegation. 

Senator Depew and Chairman Odell, of 
the New York committee, were with. him, 
but the crowds had eyes only for the 
dashing hero of San Juan. 

No stage ido] ever made an entrance 
more opportunely. His jaw was firmly 
set and he came on through Iike a soldier 
performing a duty. He did not even re- 
move his hat, but pushed his way through 
the delegates, who swarmed from their 
place to grasp his hand. 

Fully two minutes it took for him to 
traverse the length of the hall to his 
Place near the stage.

With 
a ciear, ringing vuice that reached the re- 
motest spot of the hall, and with graceful 
gesture, he brought all under his spell. 
‘lime .iftd again his hearers broke jnto 
cheers as he spoke of the present prosper- 
ity of the country, and predicted McKin- 
ley’s triumphant re-election. And when 
he declared that the democratic party 
had been driven by the events of the lust 
four years from every position it occur 
pied in 189 to seek new issues jin the 
events of the war with Spain, there was 
another frantic burst. The same enthui- 
asm swelled out when he predicted the

London, June 19.—Joseph Chamberlain, 
secretary of state for the colonies, ad- 
dressing a meeting of the Woman's Lib- 
eral Union Association this afternoon, 
said he had seen through the haze of 
the South African ante-bellum negotia- 
tlons when Sir Henry Campbell-Banner- 
man and others were mystified. Now 
that the war was concluding, he added, 
all were unanimous that whatever the 
final settlement might be it must be fa- 
tal. 

The opposition wanted to know when a 
general election would occur. He was 
unable to gratify their natural curtosity, 
but whether the election took place to- 
morrow or was postponed indefinitely, it 
would be momentous, involving the ques- 
tion of the future of the empire. 

Refering to continental criticism, Mr. 
Chamberlain, after remarking that Eng- 
land always expected this, went on to 
say: 

“But there are quarters whence even 
a note of disapproval would be a mat- 
ter of serious concern. I refer to our 
colonies and the United States. I think 
we are happy in that we have their good 
opinion and approval. 

“It is true, this good opinion of the 
United States is not unmixed with other 
sentiments. I believe the great major- 
ity of true Americans recognize that our 
aims in this war are as high and unself- 
ish as those which animated themselves 
in the Spanish-American struggle. We 
recognized that they were carrying out, 
as Anglo-Saxons, a great work of civlil- 
zation and humanity. 

“Now we are asking their sympathies 
and we believe that in-the lone run we 
shall gain the final seal of their ap- 
proval.’’

It is simply 
to ask you to take the words I have wut- 
tered at their face value. If you 
think I mean them, you don't believe in 
me for vice president or anything else, 
but If you think I mean them then I ask 
you to stand with me. After a long con- 
sultation with many men, not a few of 
whom are present here tonight, I definite- 
ly took the position that I did not wish tec 
be nominated for vice president; that if 
the republican party chose to renominate 
me for governor I should be pleased 
accept. I took that position not in

The Cuban Election. 

The other day there was held a gen- 
eral election on the island of Cuba for 
the purpose of filling municipal offices. 

We are told that this election was 
conducted with the most perfect order 
and good humor, the electors deposit- 
ing their ballots and speedily walking 
away from. the scene to attend to their 
regular business. So quiet and orderly 
was the event that some correspond- 
ents have mistaken the absence Or 
crowds from the declaration of the re- 
sults as a sign of indifference, whereas 
it should be treated as a mark of the 
confidence which the people felt, and 
of their attention to their own affairs. 
This must go a long way toward pre- 
paring the way for the nationalization 
of the island. and the eventual with- 
drawal of the United States troops 
therefrom. In all of the public demonx- 
strations and transactions of business 
held in Porto Rico, the same condition 
has been observed, There was an ab- 
sence of noise and turmoil, and a dis- 
play of good nature and good citizen- 
ship which it would be hard to eclipse 
in any state of the union. 

Let {it be remembered that this happy 
condition, existing in these two coun- 
tries, is due to the fact that the theo- 
ries of the democratic party in regard 
‘to our newly acquired citizens have 
been respected. In neither island ha» 
there been fired a shot. nor has there 
been made a single arrest for oppost- 
tion to the wishes of the government, 
When we contrast with this condition 
that existing in the Philippine islands, 
where republican methods have been 
pursued, we cannot fail to see the dif- 
ference to the benefit of democratic 
rule, From the very first the demo- 
| cratic contention has been to recognize 
ithe rights of the people most concern- 
ed. This recognition did not at any 
time mean either independence or any 
other settlement of the question, save 
a modus vivendi by which the present 
could be bridged over until the future 
could be decided upon. The governor 
eeneral of Cuba did not hesitate to call 
‘into council Maximo Gomez and the 
other armed representatives of Cuban 
|ideas. The result of this consultation 
, was quiet and orderly disarmine of the 
| forces, and the retirement of the lead- 
‘ers to private life, there to await the 
‘honorable intentions of the American 
| government. 
| The result has been peace and har- 
| mony. In the Philippines, on the con- 
|

trary, we have pushed war upon-the 
natives, and refused to recognize either 
existing authority or to make any dec- 
_laration as to our future intentions. 
| The result, different from that in Cuba 
| has been war, requiring the presence of

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Pekin, the capital and metropolis of 
China, is one of the mogt ancient cities 
on the glote. Practically ‘t is in the same 
condition now as it was hundreds of years 
ago, no progress having’ been made by 
the Chinese either in modernizing the 
city or developing it ‘as.a trade center. 
The same old-style houses and the same 
dla streets, badly laid out and wretchedly 
paved, bear silent witness to the back- 
wardness of the Chinese nation, While 
other cities in the far east have taken 
steps to keep pace with the times Pekin 
has Jain dcrmant. No foreign capital has 
been permitted within its walls, and no 
sugsestions for the amelioration of its 
condition have been accepted... Lying 
within the great walls that encompass It, 
it has slept for years whiie the rest of the 
world has been taking gigantio strides to 
keep up with the march of progress and 
civilization. 

Pekin is divided into two great citica— 
the northern part being known as the 
Tartar city.and the southern the Chinese 
city. The tormer has an area of twelve 
square miles and the latter an area Ol 
about fifteen square miles. The Tartar 
City is surrounded by a wall sixty .cet 
high, fifty feet thick at the base and forty 
feet at the top, and the Chinese city is en- 
circled by a wall thirty feet high, twenty- 
five feet thick at the base and twelve 
feet at the top. Outside these walls the 
suburbs include, with the cities, an area 
of nearly twenty-five miles in circum fer- 
ence. Within the Tartar city lies the im- 
perial or Yellow City, which in turn con- 
tains the Purple or Forbidden City, en- 
circling the emperor’s palace. 

With a population of nearly 1,500,000 and 
growing fist, Pekin has plodded along on 
tha same old antiquated lines for cen- 
turies. It has not even made provisions 
for sanitation, so nezessary to the health 
and welfare of a large community, and 
the conditions as they exist today are un- 
usually filthy. Standing on an extreme- 
ly sandy plain, it has no water gupply, 
and what water it does get is never pure. 
Through many of its streets it would be 
impossible eto drive a vehicle, and after 
nightfall] progress is difficult even for 
pedestrians, the thoroughfares being lit 
only by lanterns swung from the doors of 
houses. 

In dry weather its streets are covered 
with dust, and in rainy weather they are 
knee-dee» in mud. The houses are of 
brick, usually one story, and are ruofed 
With tikes. All the mexpssaries of lifa 
are exceedingly dear, and the great ma- 
jority of the inhabitants are miserably 
poor. Its manufactures are trifling and 
the trade of the city is confined principal- 
ly to supplying the wants of its citizens. 

Pekin is essentially a domestic city in 
that it has no foreigau quarter, as has 
nearly all of the larger cities ot the 
world. Its foreign element consists most- 
ly of members of legations, missionaries 
and a few merchants The houses of for- 
eigners are nearly all in Legation street, 
one of the city’s principal thoroughfares, 
and they are built some distance from 
each other. It is said that this portioa of 
Pekin is the cleanest part of the great 
city. 

Whatever else is permitted to decay and 
fo to waste in Pekin, the walis surround- 
ing the city are kept in good repair. They 
were built, tradition hag it, to keep out 
invaders, and to this day the inhabitants 
believe that behind these InasSive piles ot 
brick and stone they are safe from any 
enemy which may want to attack them.

RUSSIA AND CHINA.

Kwang-Hsu, the present empetor ot 
China, was born on August 2, 1872. He is 
a son of Prince Chan, and succeeded to 
the throne by prociamation at the death 
of Emperor Tuag-Chi on January 26, 1889. 
Kwang-Hsu is the ninth emiperor of 
China of the Manchu dynasty of Tsing, 
which overthrew the native dynasty of 
Ming in 1644. There is no hereditary suc- 
cession to the throne, but each sovereign 
appoints hig successcr from amecnyg the 
members of his family of a younger gen- 
eration than his own. Kwang-fisu Wés 
made the nominal occupant of the throne 
when he was three years old by arrange- 
ments made by the empress dowager, and 
he assumed control of the government in 
February, 1889. On September 22, 1898, an 
imperial edict was issued stating that the 
emperor had resigned power to the em- 
press dowvager, who has since retained the 
direction of affairs. *he death of Kwang- 
Hsu has been reported many times, but 
it is believed that.he still is alive. On 
January 24, 1900, it was deciared by decree 
that Pu Tsing, a son of the ,prince of 
Tuan, was emperor, and this declaration 
is regarded as equivalent to it wang-Hsu’'s 


deposition.

The Tsung-li-Yamen or foreign office of 
China was created on Januaey 19, 1861. It 
comprises among its members ail those 
of the council of state and six other ofli- 
clals of the highest sank. It controls all 
the matters with foreign nations. From 
this office Prince Ching has been retired, 
ard to his place Prince lvan, who repre- 
sents igncrant, reactionary interests, has 
succeeded. This is looked upon as a step 
backward, as Prince Ching had some 
knowledge of international relations, but 
Prince Iluan has none atall. This change 
also elevates the Manchu element, which 
is responsible for the policy of seclusion 
and hostility to foreigners. Until recentiy 
the foreign tcard had three Manchu and 
five Chinese members; now it has seyen 
Manchus and four Chinese. ; :

out of troubles naturally arising in the 
case of such an association, and not from 
any misconduct or’ mismanagement on 
the part of the officers. 


As to the second ground the evidence 
seems to be in favor of Henderson both 
to his honesty in handling the funds 
of the association while an officer and as 
to his alieged habits. On neither of these 
grounds do I deem it necessary to make 
any change in the receivership. 

As to the third ground, I find that on 
May 10, 1892, Henderson acquired by war- 
ranty deed certain property in DeKalb 
county for a recited consideration of one 
thousand dollars. By loan deed dated May 
17, 1892, Henderson borrowed the sum of 
$1,000 from the Southern Home Building 
and Loan Association. On April 6, 1893, 
Henderson executed another loan deed to 
the same property and borrowed an addi- 
tional sum of $1,000. Upon these loans 
nothing apears of record to have been 
paiff?@. and apparently about the sum of 
$3,400 is now due upon these two loans. 
Under the evidence the property securing 
these loans has only a speculative value, 
running from $5300 to $2,500, according fo 
the activity of the real estate market, In 
regard to this Joan, Mr. Henderson says 
that subsequent to the making of the 
loan he agreed to turn this property over 
to the association in settlement thereof, 
and it was an oversight that this agree.

A. Writz,-both property owners 
in that section of the clily, appeared 10 
offer protests. Mr. Walker objected to 
double tracks on Tenth ¢etreet, while Mr. 
I‘ritz was cpposed to having inree tfacks 
on Piedmont avenue in frent of his 
property. 

The committee then agfeed, in the in- 
terest of time, to take up the Atuanta 
Railway and Power Company petition 
first, and let both sides be heard on that, 
and then to take up the other in like mah-

More than 5,000 people peered into a deep 
hole at the tntersection of Peachtree and 
Marietta streets yesterday afternoon.
